Dist. Atty. Jim Garri- 
son today began new legal 
procedures to obtain 
X-rays and photographs 
connected with the autop- 
sy on the body of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy for 
use in the Clay Shaw trial 
scheduled later in Janu- 
ary. 

The district attorney has 
obtained a private attorney in 
Washington who is expected 
early next week to file a sub- 
pena for the appearance of 
Dr. James B. Rhoads, archi- 
vist of the United States. 

The subpena to be filed in 
the Court of General Sessions 
will ask that Rhoads appear 
and bring with him all of the 
X-ray and photographic rec- 
ords connected with the au- 
topsy conducted after Ken- 
nedy was assassinated in Dal- 
las Nov. 22, 1963. 

In a previous attempt, the 
DA had asked for the appear- 
ance of the United States at- 
torney in New Orleans to pro- 
vide the records. He was 
turned down. 

Garrison has contended that 
Lee Harvey Oswald did not 
fire the shot that killed the 
president, as was the finding 
of the Warren Commission. 

The district attorney has 
contended that the shot came 
from other directions, includ- 
ing a “grassy knoll” on one 
u side of Dealey Plaza in Dal- 
las, Tex. 

A question has also been 
raised by the district attorney 
and other Warren Commission 
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
